Panitza, however, managed for 10 years to 
keep out of the way of those sworn to as 
sassinate him. He became a bandit chief at 
cne time in his career. During the war peri- 
od he trafficked with the young Turks and 
with a reactionary party in Bulgaria which 
was pledged to keep Macedonia in subjec- 
tion. All reports show him to have been @ 
blackguard of the worst type. Fifty murders 
were laid to his hands. 

After the war both Panitza and his ene- 
mies found Macedonia too hot for them. The 
League of Nations guaranteed the status quo 
of Macedonia and the radical elements there 
could no longer hope for a coup de’etat. So 
all varieties of Macedonia agitators drifted 
to Vienna where they madé@e one of the 
several fpreign colonies in the Austrian capi- 
tal. To Vienna came Panitza, posing as a 
Belgarian merchant under the name of Dimi- 
iroff. And to Vienna also came Mencia Car- 
niciu, now a young woman of 26. She still 
remembered her oath of vengeance against 
Panitza. 


| The Plot 


Although Panitza kept his real identity 
closely guarded a disgruntled member of hig 
party betrayed him. Mencia learned that the 
merchant Dimitroff was Panitza, the man she 
had vowed to kill. The traitor pointed him 
out to her in a Vienna restaurant one eve- 
ning.

“It occurred to me that the best place for 
an assassination was in a theater box. It 
must be somewhere and on some occasion 
when Panitza would be off his guard. What 
wes better than to inveigle him to a theater 
tox, and while he was interested in the play, 
shoot him to death? So I angled for intro- 
auction to the Dimitroffs, as they called 
themselves, and was accepted as a friend be- 
cause Madame Mihaloviec vouched for me. 

“There was great difficulty in getting the 
Dimitroffs to accept an invitation to the the- 
ater. They seemed always to be expecting an 
attempt to assassinate them. I learned that 
they never went out unless heavily armed and 
protected by a guard.

‘Finally they sald they would be my guests 
at a performance of “Peer Gynt” in the Mu- 
nicipal Theater. I engaged two boxes. The 
night before my theater party I went alone 
to the theater and sat through the perform- 
ance. I wanted to determine when it would 
be bgst to start shooting. I decided that 
tension of the audience was greatest during 
the second scene of the fifth act. Then, I 
calculated, Panitza and his wife and body- 
guard would be most engrossed in the play 
and would relax their vigilance. 

“at the last moment I thought they weuld 
back out. Panitza clearly suspected some 
thing, but could not put his finger on it. He 
was vaguely troubled and ill at ease on the 
trip to the theater. The student, Bagatinoff, 
went along ostensibly as my escort, but I 
koew that Panitza was taking him as a body- 
guard. The Mihalovics suspectec notning, 
luckily, and between us we managed to keep 
the spirits of the party at the proper pitch. 

‘There were but four chairs in the first 
box. That left two of the party out. I ma- 
neuvered so that the Mihalovics would take 
the second box, leaving me with Panitza, his 
wife, and Bagatinoff in the first one, I sat 
behind the Panitzas so as to talk to Madame 
Mihalovie who sat behind me in the second 
box.

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66 HE fashion plates have been much more 
effective than the advice of physicians,” 
remarked a St. Louis diet expert recently. 

“In order that they may reduce, women are 

dieting as they never did before. Most people eat 
too much. So, upon the whole, it is a healthy fad.” 

Well-dressed women must have straight lines, up 
and down, and these do not permit any superfluous 
flesh. Now that lacing of the diaphragm has been 
outmoded, with its harmful pressure on the ribs and 
internal organs, there is no other way than to be 
slender. Tubular dresses are not for the fat. 

“To make a fat person thin is easier than to make 
a thin person fat,’’ according to Frances Vinton 
Ward, lecturer in home economics, Washington Uni- 
versity, Division of Extension. 

“To this question of reducing,’ says Mrs. Ward, 
“diet is the obvious answer. But it is not always 
the right one. Several maladies, not uncommon, 
have a gain in weight for a.prominent early symp- 
tom. To cut down the amount of food is worse than 
useless in some of these cases. Before beginning 
any system of food restriction, it is well to consult 
the family doctor and make sure that the bodily ma- 
chine is in good running order. 

“Among people who are well, lack of success in 
reducing usually results from failure of the will 
power to carry them through the first stages of the 
new diet. And failure of the will power comes from 
desperate attempts at impossible standards, and from 
self-pity. 

“First, as to the person who has been eating be- 
tween meals. A good stomach is a wonderfully ac- 
curate timekeeper. If it has been accustomed to re- 
ceiving food at a certain hour, it needs no clock 
to know when that hour arrives. If the stomach 
has had food often, it will demand food often. A 
midnight lunch, or afternoon tea, taken one day, is 
desired again the next day. Denied consistently for 
a few days, the demand ceases. 

“But how can a busy man or woman do efficient 
work on those two or three days with a pampered 
stomach clamoring for food? Usually a giass of 
water will quiet it for the time. If not one, then 
two giasses or even three surely will stop the gnaw- 
ing, and not encourage future pangs of hunger -at 
the same hour. 

“Now, for the person who has been eating large 
meals. The sense of sufficiency at the end of a meal 
depends on the degree of stretching of the elastic 
bag which is the stomach. If the stomach is ac- 
customed to a considerable stretch, it will not report 
‘full!’ until that tension is reached. Overstretched, 
even at one meal, it will 
not report ‘enough!’ so

‘shotgun method’ is the only safe one. Offer as 
great variety to the body as possible, and let the 
body choose for itself. To cut out entirely any one 
class of food, except rich cakes, pastries, candy and 
soda fountain products, may not be safe. For in- 
stance, milk usually is the first food omitted by the 
uninformed reducer. But milk is very necessary in 
our modern diet, and valuable in a reducing system 
because it satisfies the appetite for a fairly long 
time without increasing food demands of the future. 

“Let the breakfast and luncheon be light. If 
eustom or fancy dictates, the luncheon may be omit- 
ted, but mever the breakfast. Fruit for breakfast 
always, and a beverage. A vegetable or fruit salad, 
with French or boiled dressing, at luncheon, along 
with one roll or a slice of bread. One glass of milk 
at each of these meals is very helpful to the person 
who suffers from hunger. Don’t use buttermilk, be- 
cause it will not allay hunger as sweet milk does. 

“Then eat one comfortable dinner a day. Take 
one serving of each thing, but one serving only, and 
not an excessively large amount, either. Thinking 
of one’s fattest acquaintance, and filling the plate 
for him, is as safe a rule as any. A tablespoonful of 
meat fat, or two tablespoonfuls of meat gravy, will 
satisfy longer than butter or salad oil. A slice and 
a half of whole wheat or graham bread gives no 
more calories than a single slice of white bread, and 
is more valuable in other ways.

New 
York, Chicago, Kansas City and all the others 
welched. 

“People wffl be betting on the Derby when we are 
all dead and gone. There is no way to stop it. In 
the last three or four years St. Louis has come to 
be considered the best center in the country for the 
Kentucky Derby. 

“It is not the city people so much as those out of 
town who do the betting. They lay their wagers by 
long-distance telephone or by telegraph. Why there 
should be so much betting in the smaller towns I do 
not know, unless it is because they have more time 
on their hands than city people, and less excitement. 
Many bets, for example, come from telegraph op- 
erators in country towns. They will hear something 
on the wire which sounds like a good tip and they 
will play it. 

‘“‘Money comes to St. Louis from St. Charles, De 
Soto, Moberly and Hannibal, in Missouri, and from 
Collinsville, Herrin, Peoria, Springfield and Quincy, 
in Illinois, to name just a few of them. There are 
easily 100 towns which send money to St. Louis for 
betting, and in a year it amounts to a couple of mil- 
lions. Some of this money used to go to other bet- 
ting centers, but the other towns laid down. 


“Until a year or two ago we didn't have the tips. 
Betting is on the increase because of the tips. A 
horse player is always looking for a tip or a ‘hunch 
If he hears a kid holler ‘Whoa, Bill!’ and there is an 
entry named Bill, he is likely to consider it a ‘hunch’ 
and to back that horse. Or he may know somebody 
with the same name as a horse, and play that horse 
out of courtesy. Or there may be a feeling of local 
pride, such as caused many St. Louisans to put their 
money on Chief Uncas at Louisville this year. Other 
‘hunches’ are the result of dreams. 

‘‘Most of the stay-at-home bettors place their bets 
according to tips. Here we don’t get tips until about 
9 o’clock in the morning, when a form sheet pub- 
lished at Chicago the evening before is delivered in 
St. Louis. In this way the Chicago bettors have an 
advantage. But there were no big Chicago hand- 
books this year on the Kentucky Derby, because they 
welched last year. 

“There are many places where bets may be made. 
In almost every building downtown you can find an 
elevator boy, a newsdealer, a cigar store or some 

other agent with a place where a man can sneak a 
bet. One clearing house out in the county is said to 
have agents in more than 50 stores in St. Louis. 
There are handbooks in Madison, Venice, East St. 
Louis, Weliston and the county, all with agents who 
take wagers and ’phone them in. 

“Tf the commissioners feel that it is not safe for 
them to carry any large bets, or particular bets, they 
ay them off.’ In other words, they pass them on to 
the big men of the game or to gambling syndicates, 
and collect a commission. The large books either lay 
against the bets or telegraph their agents at the 
race tracks to place the money in the mutuel ma 
chines or with other bookmakers. 

“The local books have agents everywhere—in bar- 
ber shops, bakeries, cigar stores, hotel offices, news 
stands, poolrooms, soft-drink parlors and other shops. 
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$3,000,000 is bet each year in 
St. Louis. 


Most of the newsboys with regular cor- 
ners are agents for commissioners.”’ 


T IS said that, in the East, many wom- 

en follow the races and bet heavily 
upon them. But this does not seem to 
be true of St. Louis. 

“Women?” repeated a local racing en- 
thusiast. ‘‘They’re pests! We don’t want them 
around. They're out of place when they bet on 
horse races. 

“For one thing, women are 50-cent bettors. Ifa 
woman has a bet with you, no matter how small, she 
keeps calling up every other minute to ask about it. 
They have nothing else to do, so they keep telephon- 
ing. They’re pests! 

“At French Lick, Hot Springs and cther resorts 
where there is gambling they cater to the women and 
provide ‘ladies’ smoking rooms,’ or other private 
apartments where they may risk their money. But 
we don’t encourage women Gambling is bad for 
women, just as cigarettes are bad for them. A man 
has his business to attend to, he has work todo. But 
there is no such safeguard for idle women and they 
go too far with such things. They easily become 
habitual smokers or bettors. 

“There is less betting by women here than in any 
town in the United States.”’ 

It is interesting to note the way in which investi- 
gators have reached their estimate of a billion dol- 
lars as the United States’ annual turnover in horse- 
race gambling. In England it has been figured offi- 
cially that $700.000,000 is bet a year in the open. 
Another $50,000,000, probably, is bet illegally on the 
streets and elsewhere. Now compare the two coun- 
tries. 

There are in the United States about 50 tracks, 
while it is doubtful if England has half ag many. 
Again, racing is an all-the-year-round proposition on 
this side of the ocean, with Havana, Miami, New Or 
leans and Tia Juana running in the winter, when thé 
tracks are closed on the other side. With the greater 
population and greater wealth of this country, it 
seems a certainty that American bDettors will exceed 
the English bettors by $300,000,000, which brings 
the total to more than a Dillion. 


etme from Maryland give a good idea of the 
money which is put on the “‘ponies.’’ Last year, 
the machines at the four big tracks in Maryland took 
in more than $50,000,000, with only about 90 days 
of racing. That was more than half a million dol- 
lars a day, or an average of about $100,000 on each 
race. This $51,000,000 all was bet at the tracks in 
the open Undoubtedly, many more milllons went 
on {hese same races in the handbovuks and poolrooms 
of the country. 

In Maryland and Kentucky, at Tia Juana and in 
Canada, the pari-mutuel plan is used. It is legalized 
betting under control of the State, which collects a 
large revenue in the form of a tax, usually § per 
cent, on all the money wagered. Last year the State 
of Maryland’s revenue from its four tracks—Bowie, 
Havre de Grace, Pimlico and ]aurel—was $721,000. 
The State of Kentucky, from the Churchill Downs, 
Latonia and Lexington tracks, collected $399,750. 

But the biggest Government prize was Ontario's 
In that province the total sum of $36,429,819 was 
bet, and the provincial Government's share was $1,- 
$91. 490. including a special levy of $7500 a day on 
each track. It is fair to include Canada, because not 
a little of the money wagered there is from the 
United States, while the races are played heavily in 
New York's handbooks. 

For St. Louis bettors, Flying Ebony brought home 
possibly $100,000 at the Derby this year. 

Local bettors have not made a real killing since 
last year’s Derby, when they backed Black Gold. 
Their winnings were calculated at between $300,000

Owing perhaps to my inexperience, it 
took me whole of the morning to dig 
out a cellar 40 feet long and 20 feet 
wide.

But I reminded her that a 
contractor working with a gar, of men

| ADMITTED that my work was not 
equal to the best records as related 
in the weekly home journals, where I 
have often computed that they move 
100,000 cubic feet of earth in one para- 
graph, but at least I was doing my best.

That afternoon I gathered up all the 
big stones and built them into walls 
around the cellar, with partition walls 
across it, dividing it into rooms and 
compartments.

As an advice to young builders, I may 
say that I doubt if we were quite wise 
in all our purchases. .The 15-cent der- 
rick is too light for the work, and the 
extra expenditure for the heavier kind 
(the 25-cent crane) would have been 
justified. The difference in cost is only 


the 


(approximately) 10 cents, and the effi- 
ciency of the big crane is far greater. 
On arriving at our ground we were 
delighted to find that our masonry was 
well set and the walls firm and solid, 
while the catalpa trees were well above 
the ground and growing rapidly. We 
set to work at once to build in earnest. 


W: HAD already decided to utilize 
for our bungalow the waste mate- 
rial which lay on our lot. I drew Beryl’s 
attention to the fact that if a proper 
use were made of the material wasted 
in building there would be no need to 
buy any material at all. ‘The elimina- 
tion of waste,”’ I explained, ‘“‘by the util- 
ization of all by-products before they 
have time to go by, is the central prin- 
ciple of modern industrial organiza- 
tion.”’ 

But observing that Beryl had ceased 
to listen to me, I drew on my carpen- 
ter’s apron which I had made out of a 
piece of tar paper, and set to work. 
My first care was to gather up all the 
loose lumber that lay around our ground 
site, and saw it up into neatly squared 
pieces about 20 feet long. Out of these 
I made the joists, the studding, the par- 
titions, rafters and so on, which formed 
the frame of the house. 

Putting up the house took practically 
the whole morning. Beryl, who had 
slipped on a potato bag over her dress, 
assisted me by holding up the side of 
the house while I nailed on the top. 

By the end of the afternoon we had 
completed the sides of our house, which 
we made out of old newspaper soaked in 
glue and rolled flat.
